THREATENED CURTAILMENT OF 
POSTAL FACILITIES. 


Tue Tillman amendment tothe Postal Appro- 
priation Bill, providing that. not more than 
four mail deliveries shall be made in any city 
during any one day threatens to seriously in- 
terfere with the business interests of the coun- 
try. Sucha regulationif it became law would 
cause a delay of from two to four days inthe 
delivery of letters, and even a longer delay in 
the delivery of second and third class matter. 

In New York City, for instance, with eight 
deliveries as at present, every foot of the 
post-office is used to its utmost capacity, and 
badly overcrowded whenever the regular and 
rapid transmission of the mails is interrupted. 
The average burden of every carrier is from 
sixty to ninety pounds on each trip, and 22,000 
sacks of mail are handled every day. It can 
easily be seen that the results of cutting down 
the present transmission facilities one-half 
would produce general chaos and inflict seri- 
ous damage on all branches of business. Not 
since 1868 has New York had as few as four 
mail deliveries a day, and a step backward to 
the conditions of thirty years ago seems scarce- 
ly conceivable. 

Energetic action to secure the defeat of the 
Tillman amendment has been already taken by 
the Merchants’ Association of New York, which 
has sent protests to every member of Congress, 
and has obtained co-operative protests from 
the boards of trades and chambers of commerce 
of the chief cities of the country. It has also 
prepared a circular, which if necessary is to be 
mailed to 150,coo merchants throughout the 
United States, and it asks public subscriptions 
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to aid itin carrying out these prompt protec- 
tive measures. The association points out 
forcibly the practical effects of the proposed 
curtailment of deliveries, and urges that indi- 
vidual letters be sent to Congressmen, in addi- 
tion to the joint protests, asking them to use 
all influence to defeat the measure. 

It is probable that these efforts will be 
effective and that the amendment will not be- 
come law, but it is astonishing that it should 
ever have been accepted by a Senate Commit- 
tee. The trade relations of to-day are so close 
and complex and the volume of business is so 
enormous, that a return to the mail conditions 
of 1868 would prove one of the most serious 
blows ever dealt to the commercial interests of 
the country. There is good reason to believe 
that this fact will be speedily realized, and that 
the obnoxious amendment will be promptly 
quashed; but the incident only proves again 
the necessity of alert attention on the part of 
the public to matters of national legislation. 
The needs of the Post-Office Department un- 
doubtedly require serious attention, and some 
changes in the interests of economy may be 
unavoidable; but some other way of reaching 
a fairer balance between income and expenses 
than by striking at the chief commercial inter- 
ests of the country will have to be evolved by 
those charged with the solution of the problem. 


THE Spanish book trade has taken unusual 
means, to Say the least, of protecting its inter- 
ests during the war. It seems that the mem- 
bers of the Corporation of Booksellers of 
Madrid having business relations with foreign- 
ers have sent a circular totheir correspondents 
informing them that in consequence of the sud- 
den rise in exchange from 30 per cent. to 74 per 
cent. (which they say is ruinous to them), they 
do not intend, four le moment, to meet drafts 
upon them or to make due payments. They 
have, therefore, sent a ote collective to their 
correspondents requesting them to suspend 
their drafts, or to retire immediately those 
which may be in circulation, until peace shall 
be re-established and exchange has again re- 
verted to its normal state of 30 per cent., as 
‘before the declaration of The London 
Publishers Circular, commenting on this extra- 
ordinary measure, says: ‘‘We do not fora 
moment doubt the assurances of these book- 
sellers that their creditors outside Spain will 
honorably. Meanwhile,

however, our sympathy naturally turns to those 
creditors who get no payment at all in conse- 
quence of this .war, rather than to those 
debtors who for the same cause pay nothing 
at all.” 
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RECOLLECTIONS OF THE FIRM OF 
W. & R. CHAMBERS. 

UNDER the auspices of the Edinburgh Ty- 
pographia, C. E.S. Chambers recently exhib- 
ited and described a number of rare books, 
with notices of early works printed by William 
and Robert Chambers. Mr. Chambers stated 
' that all the books exhibited were printed in 
Edinburgh, and for the most part had formed 
the earlier work of William and Robert Cham- 
bers. All of them were very scarce and in 
great request by a certain body of collectors. 
Their intrinsic value was very slight, but as 
examples of the early printing of the firm of 
which he was now the head they were curious. 
The first volume described contained origi- 
nal letters from the French prisoners to his 
great-grandfather, James Chambers. The first 
book printed was an edition of Burns. That 
book he had never seen, and it was very rare. 
He had a copy of the second book printed, 
‘*The Exploits of the Scottish Gypsies‘ or 
Tinkers”’ (1820). Another was ‘‘ The Black 
Dwarf.’ Both of these were very valuable as 
rare books. An autograph book of sales by 
William Chambers contained the following in- 
teresting piece of autobiography in William 
Chambers’ writing: ‘‘I began business on 
the 18th June, 1818, and now on the 26th 
August, 1819, I have drawn since commencing 
£157 2s. 6d., of which £61 3s. 6d. is profit. I 
have in my possession 400 volumes. Prime 
cost, £29, of which I owe £10, which leaves 
remaining a stock of £19, my own, besides 
ready cash £7, which makes my own stock 
£26 books and cash. June, 1820, my stock 
amounted to £29. June, 1821, my clear stock 
amounted to £56 I1os., besides bad debts to the 
amount of £22.”"’ Mr. Chambers next showed 
the original mss. of Robert Chambers’ ‘‘ Pop- 
ular Rhymes of Scotland,” written between 
1825 and 1830. The work was declined by 
Constable, but was published by Chambers, 
and had soldsteadilyeversince. In connection 
with the ‘‘ Life of Burns,” he had the diary of 
Robert Chambers in his tour of the Burns lo- 
calities, but he would be afraid to publish it 
now. It would excite a controversy, but it 
would be a pity to disturb the romance that 
encircled a great name. Among other rare 
books shown otherwise than those printed by 
the firm, were the ‘‘ Edinburgh Directory of 
1784,’’ and early editions of Allan Ramsay’s 
poems. 





BIBLES FOR CUBA.

TO CHECK DISHONEST ADVERTISING. 


THE text of the bill to prevent false and 
dishonest advertising, signed last week by 
Governor Black, of New York, referred to in 
our last week’s issue, is as follows: 

‘* Any firm, person or partnership of persons, 
or any employee of a firm, person or partner- 
ship of persons, who, either in the newspapers 
or other periodicals of this [New York] State, 
or in public advertisements, or in communica- 
tions intended for a large number of persons, 
knowingly make or disseminate any statements 
or assertions of facts with respect to his or her 
or their business affairs, especially concerning 
the quantity, the quality, the value, the price, 
the method of production or manufacture or 
the fixing of the price of his, her or their mer- 
chandise or professional work; or the manner 
or source of purchase of such merchandise, or 
the possession of awards, distinctions; or the 
motive or purpose of a sale, intended to have 
the appearance of a particularly advantageous 
offer, which are untrue or calculated to mislead, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

C. C. Shayne, President of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Board of Trade of New 
York, says that the law, which will become 
operative in a few weeks, will be rigidly en- 
forced.
